In tho vast majority of cases, however, the

ar schedule is ideal from the protection- 
ist standpoint. Sugar is the one article 
used by poor and rich to an equivalent 
extent, and a tux on which therefore 
falls most heavily on the poor in pro- 
portion to their ability to pay it. Its 
production and distribution are control- 
led by a concern which is at once the 
greatest of our menu trusts and the 
meanest of our great ones.

It is consistent therefore that on this 


one article there should bo levied more 
than one-third of -our total tariff taxa- 
tion, and that our people should be bur- 
dened by a tax of more than $90,000,- 
300 that realizes less than §70,000,- 
000 for the treasury and more than 
$20,000,000 for the sugar refining com- 


, while the same combine is enabled 


to net au additional |I0,000,000 by the 
opportunity given it to import at present 
duty rates raw sugars from which it 
can mako refined to be sold by it under 
;he enhanced price assured it by the 
proposed Aldrich schedule. 
The net 


"protection" of from 45 to 60 cents per 
100 pounds given the trust on its refin- 
ing process ulone should be considered 
as sufficient when we remember that 
the labor cost of this process is slightly 
less thau 6>g cents per 100 pounds—that 
is to'say, Senator Aldrich, in behalf of 
American labor, proposes unduly to tax 
wage earners in order to give the trust 
from five to seven times as much "pro- 
tection" as it pays for all the labor in- 
volved. 


Nest to the wage earner the farmer 


is dear to the protectionist heart, and 
he is therefore equally favored by the 
sugar schedule. Of late years through- 
out the eastern nucl middle and many of 
the central states the competition cf the 
far west has driven our farmers from 
grain raising into fruit culture. This 
has now so developed that except for 
exports of canoed goods—jams, 
pre- 


serves, etc.—in which we ought to sup- 
ply the world, the business of fruit rais- 
ing has, in its turn, become almost profit- 
less. And poverty is now assured to 
those who are dependent upon fruit cul-

lV«tl*i On Button*. 


The button manufacturers, present 


and prospective, are unusually greedy 
in their demands for tariff duties. ' Mo- 
Kinley duties are entirely too slow for 
the button infants. Tho following is 
part of a statement made by button im- 
porters: 


The proposed duties 'on buttons, as 


per schedule of the finance committee 
of the .senate, are as n rule prohibitory 
and would prove a severe hardship'on 
goods used by the poorer and middle 
classes, and also to manufacturers of 
Various garments used by the mass of 
our people, such as low priced shirts, 
underwear, .clothing, etc. The follow- 
ing data will give some idea of the in- 
equalities of the proposed duties: 


Agate Buttons—Present duty, also 


McKinley bill, 26 per cent; proposed 
duty of one-twelfth of I cent per line 
per gross, plus 15 per cent ad valorem, 
would average from 67 to 161 per cent, 
bearing heaviest ou the class of goods 
that make up the great bulk of the im- 
portations.

These buttons are not made here, nor 


are they likely to be made. First, be- 
cause little or none of the raw material 
required has been found here; second, 
because the total sales being limited to 
this country would not warrant the 
investment of the necessary capital in a 
plant needed to make the various styles 
wanted. It is evident that the intention 
is to exclude these goods in the interest 
of some higher cost goods. The proposed 
duty would be a real hardship and bear 
heavily on the class of people who buy 
"china buttons," as well as on the 
manufacturers of cheap shirts, under- 
wear, etc. 


Bone Buttons (to sew on)—Present 


duty, 86 per cent; J^cKinley bill, 60 
per cent; proposed duty, from 506 to 
194 per cent. These goods are mostly 
sold to" manufacturers of cheap under- 
wear, children's waists, clothing, etc.

For example, the 
rate is 55 per ce?it on second class wool, 
289 per cent on garuetted waste, 826 
per cent on shoddy, 171 per cent on 
woolen cloths valued at not more than 
50 cents per pound, 167 per cent on 
blankets more than three yards in 
length and valued at not more than 50 
cents per pound, 212 per cent ou shawls 
valued at not exceeding 40 cents per 
pound, 151 per cent on knit fabrics val- 
ued at not exceeding 40 cents per

Senator Cannon of "Utah introduced 


in May 25 an amendment to the tariff 
bill which is likely to make trouble for 
the Republican leaders and which may 
break down the whole protective sys- 
tem. 
The amendment favors the Lubin 


scheme of paying export bounties on 
farm products. This scheme is now be- 
iug pushed vigorously, not only by its 
author, David Lnbin, but also by the 
granges of many states and by trades 
nuions and ministers. It makes its fight 
iuside the ranks of protection and has 
already opened more farmers' eyes to 
the folly of the system than all of the 
tariff reform work that has been done. 


Senator Cannon told some plain truths 


ivhen introducing this amendment. He 
spoke in part as follows: 


It was with great surprise, upon an ex- 


amination of the measure, that I found 
that the great class of our population 
\vho have from the "beginning not only 
supported the protective tariff party by 
their votes, but have supported the pro- 
tective tariff principle by their industry 
from the beginning of its operation, 
were in a large degree excluded from 
any of its benefits. It is, I say, to sup- 
ply a very patent omission from the 
measure as it now stands that the 
amendment is proposed and will be ad- 
vocated here until a vote shall be had 
thereon. 


The bill as it is offered today affords 


no protection to agricultural staples. 
There is remaining, I presume, no ad- 
vocate of the protective tariff system 
who will contend that in this bill, with 
these import duties, there is afforded 
imy protection or benefit of increased, 
price arising from import duties upon 
any of those commodities of which we 
export our surplus, nor are there re- 
maining at the present time in the 
school of protection very many men 
wJjo will contend and none who will 
prove that the indirect protection afford- 
ed to the farmer by the tariff on man- 
ufactured goods is sufficient compensa- 
tion to him for the vast cost entailed 
npon bisn in carrying the protective 
tariff system upon manufactured goods. 


It has become apparent to all thought- 


ful observers, and certainly it is known 
to all who have any direct connection 
with the agricultural industry of the 
United States, that the farmer cannot, 
aud the man vUo reads him well knows 
that the farmer will not, much longer 
bear this burden. 


There are three remedies possible. 


The second remedy, and one which I, 
as a believer in protection, would bo 
ready to accept rather than to hold to 
nud voto for an inequitable bill, would 
be absolute free trade, by which tho 
farmer might bay as cheaply as he is 
compelled to sell, and that remedy this 
congress will not seek to enforce. There 
remains, then, but the third—the appli- 
cation of an export bounty which shall 
iu a measure give restitution to the 
farmer for the higher prices which he is 
compelled to pay in protected markets. 


No proposition based upon the decla- 


ration of equal protection to all the in- 
dustries of the United States is com- 
plete, nor can there be successfully 
made a contention that it is just, unless 
it gives to the exporter of agricultural 
staples from the United States an equiv- 
alent benefit to that given to the manu- 
facturer by the imposition of an import 
duty. 


A duty of 25 cents a bushel npon 


wheat is a delusion and a snare. The 
farmer of tho United States gets no ben- 
efit from it. The imposition of duty upon 
cotton, if thnt were attempted, would 
be of no value to the cotton producer. 
The imposition of a duty 011 rye is of no 
value to tho farmer of the United States. 
Every other protected industry has a 
direct benefit from this tariff, because 
where we do not produce in the United 
States sufficient for our own consump- 
tion nnd a quantity considerable in ex- 
tent for export the import duty serves 
as a means whereby the local producer 
can enhance the price to tho local con- 
sumer. 


The immediate benefit to the farmer 


derived from the treasury of the United 
States would not be all. For this com- 
paratively small expenditure to him he 
would receive for these staples more 
than $225,000,000 in higher prices than 
ho now receives. It is true that this 
would increase the price of breadstuff's 
to the consumers in the cities, but un- 
der the declaration made here today 
that with higher prices the people will 
be more able to buy we will have a 
larger consumption of wheat and wheat 
flour and other agricultural staples in 
the cities of the country than we have 
now at the low prices. 


,.Mr. Butler—Mr. President, the sena- 


tor from Utah said he was in favor of 
nbont |18,000,000 export duty on -wheat 
at 10 cents a bushel. .If we pay an ex- 
port bounty of 10 cents a bushel, that 
will raise the price of every bushel of 
wheat, whether exported or consumed 
at home, that much, will it not? 


Mr. Cannon—Certainly it will. 
Mr. Butler—Then, for au investment 


of $13,000,000, which the government 
would payout in the shape of an export 
bounty, the wheat farmers of the conn- 
try would get their protection of $60,- 
000,000 or $70,000,000, would they 
not? 


Mr. Cannon—They would, if there 


be any truth in the protective principle. 


Mr. Butler—That would be a very 


good investment. 


Mr. Cannon—It would be a very good 


investment if it were to be made in be- 
half of any manufacturing industry or 
any trust in the United States, but any- 
thing in behalf of the farmer is looked 
upon with scorn and is considered a 
doubtful investment by the legislature 
of the United States. 


In addition, Mr. President, it is a, 


very poor argument, when you have 
seen robbing some man for years aud 


asks you for justice, to say that you 


propose to continue to rob him of more 
and say that you do not know where 
you are going to get the money with 
Which to restore that which you have 
unrighteously taken. It is the very first 
duty of the congress of the United 
ttates to provide a bill which shall not 
only be honest in its present applica- 
tion, but which sbnll pay back some 
portion of that which has been taken 
from the pockets of the toilers of thia 
land. 


I have talked with the farmers in 20 


states of the Union since last fall, and I 
firmly believe that this tariff will no 
longer endure than until the farmers of 
the United States can have a chance to 
revise it at the polls, if you do not give 
to them some portion of its benefits. 


The farmer is bending beneath a bur- 


den which he cannot carry longer. Ha 
has been the backbone of the integrity 
of the United States, but there comes in 
the place of the free and independent 
farmer of this country a race of tenant- 
ry to reap servilely where he sowed 
nobly, men who receive their opinious 
from others instead of giving their own 
independent voice at the polls and in 
all their declarations to their fellow 
men. 


The senate of the United States can 


afford to be absolutely just. I believe 
the amendment should be adopted. 


Mr. Chandler—May I ask the senator 


from Utah a question? 


Mr. CaVmon—Certainly. 
Mr. Chandler—I heard the senator 


speak of robbery a little while ago with 
reference to the tariff. Does the senator 
mean that the farmer has been robbed 
all these years by the tariff? Is that the 
senator's argument?

The State Department Takes 


Up the McCord Claim. 


Wonderful Abundance of Jewels In a Ver) 


Small Area—The Peculiar Forrnationc 
Which Surround and Lie Above tbe 
Diamonds—How They Are Taken. 


Before the Kimberley mines were 


discovered most of the diamonds added 
to the world's stock came from either 
Hindustan or from Brazil. The largest 
deposits were found in Golconda, in the 
Hyderabad territory, and in Minas Ge- 
raes, in BraziL The African discoveries 
first showed scientific men what the 
origin and native place of the diamond 
really were. In the Indian and Brazilian 
fields it was plainly not native to the 
soil and was picked up out of differing 
formations. In South Africa it was 
found in a rotten rock, apparently form- 
ing part of the earth's crust, aud not a 
mere superficial deposit, as the others 
had beery. The great mines in this re- 
gion, according to a correspondent of 
the London Standard, are situated with- 
in a circle about 8J<£ miles in diameter. 
There are five principal mines, the 
largest being only about 45 acres in ex- 
tent. They are the famous Kimberley, 
Bultfonteiu, De Beers, Du Toits Pan 
and Wesselton mines. They are of f ab- 
nlous richness. Here the town of Kim- 
berley has sprung up. 


The district is about 4,000 feet above 


sea level aud lies at the northern edge 
of a plateau which extends from the 
Bokkeveldt mountains, near the cape 
of Good Hope, to the border of the 
Transvaal. 
There are mines in the 


Orange Free State, two being of consid- 
erable note, one 30, the other 60 miles 
away, with several more of less impor- 
tance both there aud in the Kimberley 
district. The river washings are etill 
continued, but the yield of gems from 
them is not very rich or steady. Mining 
in the rock was carried on at first in a 
rough and ready fashion, but all that 
has changed. In most parts of the dis- 
trict, nfter clearing away some feet of 
surface soil, the excavator comes upon 
a dark, coaly shalo 100 feet or more 
thick. Beneath this lies a mass of igne- 
ous rock allied to basalt, more than 
three times as thick, and thatissucceed-

This at first is of a rusty yellowish 


color. Then in about 100 feet it turns to 
a dull green aud becomes a little more 
solid—sometimes distinctly harder than 
dry clay. The two rocks ar£ identical 
in origin, but the upper or "yellow 
ground" is more decomposed than the 
lower or "blue ground." 
Gradually 


the rock ceases to yield to spade or pick. 
It has to be quarried in the usual way 
and is quite as hard as a bit of good 
limestone.. It has now quite a different 
appearance, seeming to consist largely 
of fragments, varying in shape aud 
size, some angular, some rounded, from 
at least two inches in diameter down to 
very small grains. Some evidently are 
pieces of rock, othe-H are minerals (of- 
ten broken, but occasionally looking 
like crystals). All these are set in a 
dark greenish colored matrix. 
This, 


then—whether rotten or solid—is tho 
diamond bearing rock. It seems to fill 
huge pipes or shafts, which somehow 
or other have been driven or "punched" 
through the shalo nnd underlying rocks, 
and these . go vertically downward to 
what distance is unknown, but certain- 
ly not less than 1,500 feet. 


At first the material was "pegged 


out" in a number of small claims, and 
the soft stuff was comparatively easy to 
work, but by degrees many difficulties 
arose. As the excavations were deepened 
the claims were with difficulty kept sep- 
arate. Slips and falls of material were 
constantly occurring, not only in the 
"pipe" itself, but from the "country 
rock" at its side. Water became trou- 
blesome and working expensive.' Co- 
operation and command of capital were 
soon absolute necessities. 


About I860 the mines had been ac- 


quired by companies, and they are now 
united under the name of the De Beers 
Consolidated mines. Deep shafts have 
been sunk through the "country rock," 
from which levels are driven to the 
"pipes." The diamond bearing rock ie 
quarried away, as it were, layer by 
layer and is taken up to the surface. 
During this process a diamond may be 
discovered, but that is a mere chance. 
The rock is then conveyed to an in- 
closure, where it is exposed to atmos- 
pheric action in order that, if possible, 
it may crumble naturally to pieces anc 
the risk bo' avoided of splitting the con- 
tained diamonds by crushing it up 
This, however, is sometimes necessary. 
At last, after being subjected to various 
processes, including washing, the mln 
eral residue is picked over for diamonds. 


The quantity of diamonds which have 


been produced by these mines is some 
thing astonishing. Indeed the directors 
find it needful to limit the output I 
they should glut the market It is said 
that by the end of 1892 about ten tom 
of diamonds had been yielded by thesi 
mines, valued at £60,000,000. The;
